TO  indicate  the  quality  and  interesting  diversity  oi  this  splendid 
group  of  old  English  furniture,  silver,  porcelains,  and  other  objects, 
we  should  like  to  draw  attention  to  a  few  ol  the  outstanding  items. 
Among  the  furniture  of  the  Chippendale  period,  the  height  oi  perfection 
is  reached  in  the  pair  of  Chippendale  armchairs  that  have  their  contempo- 
rary needlework  covering;  their  beautifully  carved  mahogam  Irames  are 
in  the  rocaille  style  so  popular  at  this  period.  These  chairs  were  formerly 
the  property  of  Mine.  Albani,  famous  in  her  day  as  prima  donna  ol  the 
Covent  Garden  Opera  I  louse  and  friend  ol  Queen  Victoria.  The  influence 
ol  the  brothers  Adam  on  the  later  work  of  Thomas  Chippendale  is  seen  in 
the  line  mahogany  tripod  table  with  its  fretted  gallery  and  neo-classic  leaf- 
carved  base.  A  dining  room  ensemble  ol  great  dignity  consists  ol  a  set  ol 
Sheraton  carved  mahogam  w  heel-back  chairs,  a  beautifully  inlaid  mahogam 
and  satinwood  serpentine  sideboard,  and  a  three-pedestal  dining  table,  the 
top  bordered  w  ith  a  deep  band  ot  satinwood  inlay.  ('I  be  chairs  ami  table 
appear  as  a  frontispiece  to  this  catalogue.)  Characteristically  English  is 
the  pair  ot  harewood  corner  commodes,  beautifully  inlaid  w  ith  various  rich 
woods,  w  hich  reflect  the  high  quality  attained  by  Hepplewhite  while  working 
under  the  direct  influence  of  Robert  Adam. 

Furniture  of  the  first  hall  of  the  eighteenth  century  includes  a  delight- 
nil  small  walnut  bookcase  bureau  of  the  Queen  Anne  period,  which  typifies 
the  dainty  elegance  ot  this  fascinating  era.  The  magnificence  of  England's 
great  houses  during  the  periods  of  the  first  and  second  (ieorges  is  illus- 
trated by  the  splendid  set  of  eight  mahogam'  and  damask  cabriole-leg  chairs 
and  the  gilded  pier  mirror  with  its  arched  and  shaped  crests  and  beveled 
ijlass.  Oak,  the  most  native  of  all  English  woods  and  one  which  personifies 
lor  us  qualities  both  physical  and  metaphysical,  instantly  suggests  to  the 
mind  of  one  venerating  old  furniture  the  highly  romantic  Elizabethan  ami 
Stuart  periods.  Thus  we  have  the  two  splendidly  carved  oak  court  cup- 
boards, one  of  which  is  dated  1674  and  is  inlaid  with  a  light  colored  wood, 
probably  peanvood,  a  revival  of  the  Elizabethan  tradition  resulting  from 
the  restoration  of  the  monarchy. 

Most  worthy  of  note  among  the  large  and  very  fine  group  oi  old 
English  silver  is  a  Queen  Anne  plain  coffee  pot  of  the  so-called  lighthouse 
pattern,  two  pairs  of  James  II  and  William  III  columnar  candlesticks,  a 
Qteefl  Anne  Irish  silver  tazza,  a  two-handled  cup.  ami  a  plain  alms  dish 


of  the  same  period.  English  porcelains  include  services  of  Spode  and  Wor- 
cester in  the  beautiful  Imari  patterns,  also  Chelsea  and  Rockingham.  Derby- 
shire spar  (or  what  is  more  popularly  known  as  'blue  john')  ornaments  in 
a  variety  of  forms,  a  number  of  English  sporting  and  marine  paintings  by 
eighteenth  century  artists,  and  needlework  pictures  are  distinctive  and  ap- 
propriate accessories.
